cnce, but ia placed in email articles at the head of each chapter or sec¬ 
tion, treating of a different locality, and in such a manner as to be of 
distinct advantage. 

The book is well and clearly written, and Professor Gradlo, in repeat¬ 
ing the dictum that “ a specialist can never afford to lose his interest in 
general pathology/’emphasizes a fact too often overlooked. Atthe 
end of various sections aro paragraphs devoted to the history and liter¬ 
ature of the subject under discussion, which will be of great interest 
and usefulness. The illustrations aro fairly numerous and well drawn, 
though there ia nothing strikingly new or original in most of them. 
There are far too few in tho latter part of the book, in which otology is 
taken up. G. M. C.

Since, at tho present day, a practical working knowledge of bacteri¬ 
ology is almost indispensable in routino clinical examinations, a text¬ 
book dealing with bacteriology, especially in regard to its clinical adap¬ 
tation, is really of great value. The present hook is written to coyer 
exactly this ground. The hook is not only confined to a consideration 
of bacteria and bacterial processes, but likewise includes'a chapter on 
Blnstomycetes, a most useful article considering tho present importance 
attached to tho pathogenic members of this group; a chapter on hypbo- 
mycctes, and a short description of the protozoa, with special reference 
to malaria. Somo spaco is also devoted to tho practical examination of 
water and milk, and to disinfectants and antiseptics. 

Tho first fow chapters deal with the ordinary methods of bacterio¬ 
logical investigation, tho technique of stains, and tho fixing and stain¬ 
ing of tissues. A good, concise account is given of the fundamental 
principles concerned in the subject of immunity and tho protective 
substances of tho body fluids, together with a short discussion of hrcmo- 
lysis, cytotoxins, agglutinins, precipitins, and the anti-bodies. 

Practically all the bacteria pathogenic to man arc described, but tho 
descriptions of a fow of tho less important organisms are entirely too 
short. Tho classification of some of the bacteria is useful perhaps from 
a practical standpoint, but certainly not scientific. Again, although the 
latest work on tho etiology of dysentery is quoted, this affection is 
classed, for some unaccountable reason, among the diseases of uncertain 
origin, Such errors are all tho moro astonishing since tho book, on the 
whole, ia thoroughly modern. 

Tho descriptions of the saprophytic bacteria most commonly found in 
tho body excretions aro most fortunate. But perhaps the best feature 
of tho hook is tho pago or two of notes placed after the description of 
each group of organisms, which treats of the special methods of exami¬ 
nation for that particular group of bacteria, and appends a list of the 
lesions whero they aro most ant to occur. It is this guide for the prac¬ 
tical application of bacteriology which gives tho hook its principal 
value, 
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Tho photomicrographs arc oxccllont, but eorao of tho wood-cuts, 
especially thoso in tho chapter on malaria, aro decidedly poor. Tho 
manual contains 620 pages, and is well printed on good paper.

That tliero should bo a call for tho fifth edition of Dr. Wharton’s 
book is evidence of tho high esteem in which it is held and a gracious 
tribute to its usefulness. Surgery lias mado rapid advances during Into 
years, and a text-book on tho subject very soon becomes antiquated if 
not kept constantly revised. This tho author has been enabled to do 
by the successive oxhaustion of previous editions, so that student ami 
practitioner alike will find a mine of information tliero that cannot very 
often ho obtained front larger works, and which represents tho latest 
advances mado, not only In minor surgery, but in tho technique of mnjor 
operations ns well. For in addition to completo and lucid descriptions 
of all so-called minor surgical procedures, tho volumo has sections on 
all tho major ojicrations, and, although not very extensively, oxnlains 
them in tho concise way that impresses tho mind of n student. Whar¬ 
ton's Minor Surgery is tho standard work of its kind, and justly so. 
Tho toxt is accompanied by numerous illustrations, many of them being 
photographic, and arranged in au Rdmirnblo manner. Particularly is 
this so in tho section on bandaging, where almost every known variety 
of handago or dressing is explained in detail, and with such clearness 
that a novice could scarcely fail in the nppllcntion of one. It is pralso 
enough to say that tho volumo is fully up to tho high standard of pre¬ 
vious editions, nnd abreast of tho times. G. M. C.

This book is practically a monograph upon the etiology of acuto 
articular rheumatism, in which tho author thoroughly roviews tho recent 
work upon the subject, and adds, besides, many original observations. 
The greater portion of tho work is, of necessity, allotted to a discussion 
of tho various bacteriological findings in acuto rheumatism and their 
relativo importance as tho causativo factor of this affection; tho results 
obtained from cultures of tho joint exudation, tho blood, tho heart 
valves, vegetations, etc., aro all considered under separato headings.
